The.afiair receiv. d yesterday a tragic dénove- 
ment, fiom which there is no roam to doubt 
at six Catholic missionaries, and one English 
missionary, with his wife and children, the 
latter by a counter-attick, have been massa- 
cred. Our missi¢n, its church, and the French 
school have been de: troyed and pillaged. ; 

The _infgimation, which. we have received 

from the best sources, differs very much from. 
{vat which has appeared up till now, above all 
+1 the Chinese Press. ‘The telegrams that the 
‘unfortunate missionaries bad yet time to send 
lo their superiors during the 23rd inst, make it 
kncwn that, invited to a dinner at the mission 
to settle amicably certain: matters in dispute, 
the sub-prefect, doubtless in fear that he would 
not be able to settle it in the way ‘wished by 
the Chinese authorities, and would thus lose 
face with his superiors, committed suicide by 
cutting his throat. Qn his part the Governor 
declares that, having been invited to dinner at 
the mission and in the course of the discussion 
which took place for the adjustment of the 
affairs of Tangpou and cf Chekiang, the sub- 
perfect was wounded by a. knife, and’ that, 
overcoming his pain, he had waitten with bis 
‘own hand that there had been no alternative 
before him except suicide, and that, moreover, 
the people of the mission had struck bim, 
_ Immediately on the suicide at the mission, 
the people, as excited as those who are aquainted 
with Chinese manners can imagine, accused 
the missionaries of having killed the sub-prefect, 
and {i was this view that found expression in 
the telegrams addressed to the Chinese journals 
of Shanghai by their correspondents at Nant 
chang.
